His Honour, the Chancellor, with Lady O'Dwyer 
and a distinguished gathering were present. After the 
conferring of the Degrees by the Chancellor, the Vice- 
Chancellor Mr De Ewing, whois the Principal of the 
Forman Christian College, and a distinguished American 
Missionary, in the course of his address reviewing the 
progress made by the University since its foundation 
said thus. “Gentlemen. 1 make no apology for making 
a reference on this oceasion to the topic that fills the 
thought of men and women all over the world to the 
almost and entire exclusion or meny questions that 
ordinarily engage their attention. More than one haif 
of the population of the earth is directiy concerned on 
one side or she other in the greatest struggle of ail ages. 
Of those that remain none can claim to be otherwise 
than profoundly interested in the result of this 
momentous contest. Ti is no pari of my purpose here to 
dwell upon the causes which led to this situation. The 
appaling factis that many millions are facing the other 
millions of their fellow-men on tha field of the battle. 
Of these thousands are dying leaving their homes 
desolate and families bereaved. It isa struggle into 
which the British Empire has entered with a-depth of 
conviction that its cause is justand it must and will 
prevail. The response to this great call ofthe hour has 
beon marvellous both in its extent and in the hearty 
enthusiasm and effectiveness with which it 
has heen accompanied. Tadian soldiers have 
shown, as it was known that they 
do,the most splendid valour inthe presence of the 
most deadly assaults of the enemy, Some of those who as 
lads studied in our schools and have stood in this hall in 
the rears that have gone by to receive the diploma of tha 
University and have uttered ithe same vow that you have 
taken upon yourselves to-day, have already laid down 
their lives on tbe field of carnage. Amongst these 
latter I make mention with both griefand pride of the 
son af one who isan honoured member of our Senate 
and to whom and to whose family our hearts go out in 
warmest sympathy. Others of our graduates may have 
already fallen and it is not unlikely that still more may 
be called to die in the pathway of duty. but what of that 
ifan Empire like this be saved from the hand of the des- 
troyer, Waris terrible. and of ail the sad facts none 
is s..dder than this that passions of man should render it 
at certain crises inevitable and a thing to be preferred 
when it comes toa choice between supine yielding to 
injustice, wrong and overthrew ofthe best ideals of men 
on the one band and on the otter d iiresnt> determina- 
tion to employ the best that we have for ile defence of 
those things which after all are better than life.

Thereis now n 
proposal to reclaim this swamp by pouring upon if the 


dredgings of the Karachi Elarbour as worked by the 
new gectioncredger the most powerful vessel of its 
kind in the East. The harbour isate considerable dis- 
tance awsy from some parts oi the swamp, but the 





power of the suction dredger is such that the dredgings 


can easily be transmilted by a system of 
Hexibie pipes from the bottom of tho harbour 
to any place within a radius of a reason- 
able number of miles. Thus the old expensive 


and tedius system of cartage or porterage of earth from, 
some distant group of mounds or sand hills to the swamp 
to he reelaimed will be wholly unnecessary in thig case.
